EDITORIAL NOTES. 

Mike McGowen, the man-eater, is a 
versatile cannibal. He now turns up 
in the fyrniture business. His stock 
in trade consists of three quilts which 
he stole from the county jail when re- 
leased from a short imprisonment at 
Tuscarora. Mike is arustler, in fact 
a rising young cannibal. 


The Times-Review thinks the Enter- 
prise is right in condemning the prac- 
tice of appointing delegates. This 
pernicious precedent is too great a 
temptation to the wily wire-puller, and 
it is time he was taught that to dele- 
gate certain powers is not to waive the 
right of veto.

It may 
readily happen that Humboldt will 
furnish the next standard bearer, al- 
though we are assured that Mr. Kin- 
kead does not consider the office nec. 
essary to ensure him good health.

Ben. Butler, the man who throws 
bricks, (many of which return with 
violent effect u»on his own political 
head) has recently declared himself at 
a public meeting. Butler said he 


came not to make a speech but to com- 


mune with the peeple on the public 
interests of the day. He had left the 
old parties. He belonged to the Dem- 
ocratic party until it attempted to de- 
stroy the Union, and he was with the 
Republican party till it dzserted its 
founders, the laboring men. Capital- 
ists now hold the Republican party 
bound hand and foot. Hayes has vio- 
lated evey pledge and betrayed the 
negro <f the South. The effort of 
Grant’s administration to strengthen 
the public credit was aawindle. He 
‘reviewed the history of greenback 
currency, and claimed it should be 
made legal tender for all debts, public 
and private. 

A number of candidites for county 
offices are at preseat quite industrious 
in saying that announcements io news- 
papers are of no avail. They are siil, 
active in pressing their claims and 
think to take advantage of those l- 
ready announced, by bving a candidate 
_ or not as occasion may suggest. The 

people, however, will want to know 
why thése men are afraid to come be- 
fore the public in the regular way. 
Some there are, of course, who have 
“not yet decided as to their own c»ndi- 
dacy, bat there are also many who are 


not sufficiently strong to trust them- 
selves in an open way to the people. 
These might as wel! give up the idea 
of reserved seats and move to the back 
part of the hall. There is one way to 


appear and that is good enough even 


for those who have a sure thing en the 
election. 


There is very general objection 
throughout the State at the presump- 
tion of the Nye and Lincoln commit- 


tees in appointing delegates. The 
people are correct in believing that 
one of their rights has been usurped. 


The White Pine Republican central 
committee, which was expected to ap- 
point delegates, has set a day for pri- 
maries instead. A just and wise con- 
clusion. An eastern cotem believes 
the county will go for Daggett. 


The Crawford plan will probably 
be tried in Storey. It seems to us 
that every candidate shou!d be con- 
sulted in this matter, and also that the 
matter is just as like!'y to be ‘‘fixed’”’ 
with the Crawford theory on deck as 
otherwise.

000; assets small. His debts are 
mostly owing to ‘ivery stables, board- 
ing-hous:s, hotels, etc. 

Butler spoke at Biddeford, Me., on 
Friday evening. He said he had left 
the old parties. He belonged to the 
Democratic party until it attempted 
to destroy the Union. He was with 
the Republican till it deserted its 
founders—the laboring men. Capi- 
talists now hold the Republican party 
bound hand and foot. 

The Columbia crew arrived. at New 
York, from Eagland, last Saturday, 
anil were handsomely received. 


It is reported that the negotiations 
at Kissengen between the Papal 
Nuacio and Prince Bismarck were 
undertaken with the advice and as- 
sistance of Cardinal Nina. 

It is said there is a strong reason 
for believing that the Eng.ish govern- 
ment intends te gain a footing on the 
main land of Asia Minor. 

The Sultan has telegraphed to 
Queen Victuria, asking British media- 
tion to stay the advance of the Aus- 
trian army of occupation at Banjaluka, 
It is said the British government de- 
clines to interfere. 


The France-American Commercial 
Conference, after considerable dis- 
cussiou, adopted a project for the 
commercial treaty. It proposes the 
abolition of the French prohibitive 
laws and the reduction of French and 
American duties thirty to fifty per 
cent, The greatest reduction is upon 
wines and silks, the tariff upon which 
is recommended to be arranged on a 
sliding scale for three years. The 
adoption of the project was agreed to 
with loud applause. 

A special dispatch from Batoum 
says that the population ure armed 
aud ure preparing to resist occupation 
by the Kussians. They held a coun- 
cil and the Chevill frountier are said 
to number 12,000. The excitement 
is intense. The Turkish regular army 
remain neutral. 

At the Heidelberg Conference sev- 
eral of the south German States de- 
clared that they were unable to con- 


tinue at the present rate toward the} 


expenditures fur military purposes. 


Chinatown, at Boise City, was 
burned to the ground on the night of 
the 7th instant. 

The coroner's jury in the case ef the 
tramp killed by Morris, brakeman of 
the Westera Pacific train Friday, 
August 9th, while attempting to board 
the train at Stockton, found a verdict 
‘f justifiable homicide. Morris was 
taken before the police judge and dis- 
charged, in absence of any complaint. 

The condition of ex-Queen Christina 
of Spain is regarded as almost hope- 
less. 


A Berlin dispatch says: The deficit 
in the Prussian budget for 1877 
reaches twenty million marks. This is 
exclusive of Russia's share of the 
German Federal deficit. Several minor 
Gernan States, also, have deficits. 

By the explosion of the boiler in the 
suw mill of J. Gross,at Shamokin Dam, 
Pa., the proprietor, Charles Elliott the 
Engineer, and Charles Freymer, a boy 
were instantly killed, and Wess Frey- 
meyer, Lsaac Fedler and another man 
were probably tatally injured.

ROPOSED AMENDMENT TO THE 

Constitution of the State of Nevada, 

paseed at the Eighth Session of the Legis- 
lature: 

REsocveD, That there shall be added to the 
present Constitution of this State an Article 
to be called and known as Articie XVIII, and 
which shall be as fullows: 

ArticLe XVIII.—The rights of suffrage and 
ofce holding stall not be withheld from any 
male citizen of the Uniied States. by reason 
of his color or previous condition of servitude. 

Passed February 15, 1877. 

RESOLVED, By the Assembly, the Senate 
concurring, That Article Eleven (11) of the 
Constitution of the State of Nevada be 
imended by adding to said Article Kleven (11) 
section ten (10) thereto, which ehall read as 
follows: 

Section 10. No public funds, of any kind 
or character whatever. State. county or mun- 
iciplal, shall be used for sectarian purposes.
